Now 
partly submerged beneath ground 
level, it originally had a base of 
100 square metres and stood eight 
to mne metres hi^, antiquities 
official All Hassan told the news- 
paper. The axdiaeoiogists unoo- 
vered the pyramid in the Dara 
Ata Naga area, west of existing 
rites at Luxor, and about 500 
kOcHnetres south of Cairo and the 
Giza Pyramids.

British youth hooked 
on dea^y ‘joy-riding’

LONDON — A deadly new 
addiction has struck British 
youfo, qireadfa^ oufrage and ter- 
ito amc^ poorer oommunities, 
social woric^ and pofice. 

It is a sodd habit, practised by 
feenaged boys looking for thrifis 
and a chance to prove tfaeir man- 
hood. 

Dozens have died already, not. 
from any drug overdose or sol- 
vent abu^ — bnt at the iriieel of 
a nolen car. 

’The new crime craze swe^ 
tog Britain’s rundown toner dties 
and honangjestates on tiie frii^ 
of conntiy towns is called “joy- 
rutoig,” driving stolen cars at 
breakneck speed for kicks. 

Thieves, some as young as 13, 
choose the most potent status 
symbol of modem sodety, tiie 
high -p erfo r mance car, to tear 
around tfae streets and perform 
raDy«Q4e tridts — called “hot- 
tin^ — for an aufoenoe of appre- 
dative friends. 

The joy^ridii^ fed has posl^ 
up Britain’s crime figum, vrifo 
latest government statistics sbow^ 
mg a big ^nrge in car dime. Car 
theft account for a third of tbe 
4.9 motion crimes reported to the 
year to June. 

The most extreme and danger- 
ous form of craze is known as 
“ram-raiding” — where a sftrien 
car is smashed ddiberately into 
the front of a shop uiridi is tiien 
looted. 

To the youngsters, joy-riding is 
a sport that gives dm drivers a 
“bum” and a tongfa reputation. 
To the ptriioe h is a crime commit- 
ted by thugs who are a danger to 
sodeQr. 

*Tfae term joyrider suggests 
it’s a fun tiring to do and tiieie’s 
no-' real harm in it,” said Police 
Federation Chairman Alan East- 
wood. “In feet, there people 
should be equated with everyone 
else who kins to the comae of a 
crime.” 

Tbe federatkm says innocent 
pecqrie have been Id&ed cars 
driven by the so-called joy-riders. 

One victim, a nurse wtoise car 
was rammed by teenagers out on

“How many more will 
kill?” afoed the Daily Mail in a 
froDt^age headfine next day, and 
odkid for tougher penalties to 
deter youths from getting the 
jqy-ridmg bog.

may be diarged whh a variety of 
offences sneb as theft, criminal 
or causing death by reck- 
less driving. 

“Cars are not toys for idle 
teenagers. They can be lethal 
weqxms,” the newspaper said. 
“The courts must be empowered 
aud encouraged to pni^ with 
■deteiTent severity those who not 
only steal cars but brandish them 
like dangerous weqxms.” 

Home Secretary Kenneth Bak- 
er, who until reoentty was blam- 
ing rising car tiieft on owners not 
locking tbeir car doors, has prom- 
ised a police craeftdown on die 
phenomenon. But strong-arm 
tactics could escalate into mob 
iridence on tfae tense bousing 
estates where youths congregate 
'for tbmr botti^ displays. 

Joy-riding rose to national 
pronrinence as one of tbe sparks 
iririefa set (rif a stunmer of rioting 
and vandalism in Britain. 

Tbe of two teenaged 

joy-riders whose stolen car 
crashed during a pofice chase 
toadied off a week of liotiiig in 
. the noitiieast dty of Newcastle. 

Television pictures of boys tor- 
dung bmldmgs, te n oristog tb^ 
neighbours a^ stagtog “hotting” 
displays to stolen cars in defiance 
of the police, turned tiie spotHght 
on Britain's disafibeted yooth and 
made jc^-ikfing a subject fm 
earnest disenssion among pqpcfio- 
logists and politicians. 

Poverty, imemployment and 
inner city deprivation have all 
been died as factors in the c raze. 
Ptobatim officers oho work wifo 
tbe boys say they are social out- 
casts who get booked on tbe thrill 
oi hi^i-^ieed driving and tte 
adulation of an andimoe. 

These afgnmeuts ent little ice 
with pdke. ‘The service is side 
of the portrayal of these people as 
pcor, bored yom^sters,” said Mr. 
Eastwood. “Th^ are thieves and 
fongs who don’t give a rfamn for 
anyone.” 


Egypt’s desert businessmen 
wage war on food imports

DINA — Sitting in a omnfortable 
armchair under a tree mi a large 
lawn in the middle of the desert, 
Hussein Ahmad Oefaman ex- 
plained his company’s (tians to 
end Egypt’s dne^ depmidence 
on food imports. 

“If 100 otiiers take up our 
example and reclaim desert 
lands, we can end food imports in 
10 years,” he said. '‘The desert is 
this coontry’s future.” 

Egypt, a net food exporter in 
tte^ 19S(h, now spends over a 
billion dollars a year importing 
two thirds of its needs. 

Private firms have increasingly 
defied into redamation where 
die govennnent’s grand schemes 
luve faltered. Pufoed by roclret- 
ing food demand and pulled by 
tiie prestige of conquering the 
desert, E^pt has been ledaunhig 
desert land sinoe 1954. 

Bnt problems wracked the 
state projects. They took longer, 
cost more and yielded less than 
eiqiected — observers say tiie 
la^ recovered only just equalled 
tbe area lost to bul^g cities in 
Egypt's traditional ^icultural 
seat of tiie Nile Delta. 

“We, tiie private sector, can do 
it. Why not?” asked Mr. Ofo- 
man, who became firet diainnan 
of the Modem Agrkultiiral De- 
velopment Company in 1987. 
“All you see is made by private 
investment We laid tbe roads 
and water pipes. We make our 
own electricity.” 

Adel Al Beltagi, a senior Agri- 
culture NGnistiy official, smd tiie 
onus was increasiii^y on the pri- 
vate sector. Tbe government, as 
part of moves towards a free 
market economy, is now selling 
off hs projects and giving private 
firms a 15-year tax hdiday. 

“Private land reclamation has 
increased ... in the past four 
years,” be said. 'We don't have 
the resources in tbe state sector.” 
Private companies, wfaidi can 
pay higher vrages to motivate 
st^ and are onbampered by 
boieancracy, now account for 40 
pet cent of all new land redama- 
tirai, Mr. Belta^ said, and the 
percentage is still rising.

Report reveals problems 
in many Nigerian banks 


LAGOS (R) — The number of 
technically insolvent banks in 
Mgeria rose last year, hei^ten- 
ing fears of mnlti^ tenk fafinre 
in sub-Saharan Africa’s Iriggest 
economy, an official reimrt has 
said. 

The Nigerian Deposit Insure 
ance Cor p or a tion (NDIQ said in 
its 1990 aunnal rqiort that nine 
conunetdal banks were dassified 
as (fistres s ed in 1990, after seven 
in 1989. 

Shareholden in these banks, in 
effect, lost their capital sinee the 
ratio of uncoDfictable loans and 
advances to shareberfders funds 
was 5,482 per cent, np from 1,441 
per cent for the seven distressed 
banks in 1989, it said. 

“This litiiation has endangered 
tiie fear of nnihrple bank fru- 
Inres,” Abdnl bufir Ahmed, 
NDIC riiainwan and govenoT of 
the Central Bank of Nigeria 
(cm), said a statement in tte 
repoit. 

The ratio of nncoUectable loans 
to total loans portfolio in the nine 
banks, six owned by state govern- 
mentB, was 72.8 per cent at the 
end of 1990, it said. 

'Hie report said 26 commercial 
banks, 23 owned 1^ state govern- 
ments in the then 21-siate fedm-
